REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 6-12, 16-18, 26-27, and 30-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest the limitations of the allowed claims. In particular, and as 
discussed in the final rejection mailed on 10/28/08, the prior art fails to teach or reasonably 
suggest determining whether an email address should be marked as invahd based upon a 
determined failure type and the ISP associated with the email address. 

At best, the prior art of Tsuei (cited in the PTO-892 form mailed on 10/28/08) 
discloses a forwarding system by which email directed to an invalid address associated with a 
first ISP is instead forwarded to a vahd address associated with a second ISP. However, this 
does not indicate that the initial invahdation of the first address was accomplished based on 
the ISP associated with the email address. 

Any comments considered necessary by appHcant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
